“VICTORIA ENGLISH SCHOOLS. 
ANNUAL PRIZE DISTRIBUTION. 


To-day tho annual prosontatian vf prizes’ 
to the pupils attending the Victorian Eng 
liah Scliools tool place in Sr. Androw’s Hall. 
Thero was a larga attondance of the public 
and parents atid frionds of the pupils. 
H, E. the Governor distributed the prizes. 
Tho pupils performed o musical pro- 
gramme. = 

Tie Hoadmaster (Mr W. D. Braidwood) 
read tho following roport:—Your Excol- 
Igney, ladivs aud gentlemen : To-day LThave 
the honour of luging before you the Report 
of Victoria English Schools for the year 
ending 31st Dec. mber, 1895, In tho onrly 
part of tha yor the prospects of a good ra- 
port wero anything but enc wwraging owing 
to the amount of sickness in the Colony, 


i gnd nlso the staircaso lending from the 
H and floor tho whole way to tho first 
Foor. Tarrived at 1.26, not later. There 

! appeared also to be a very lurge fire on the 
firat floor, .Aftor the firo was practically 

i over went up incompsny with Sergeant 
M’Auley to the top floor, Wo gained 
nccoss from the verandah of the next house.

partly burat, At the baok of the cockioft 
foward Winglok Btreotthore was the remains 
of an old wionowing maohioe, The articles 
found ia the cockloft wore over two un- 
torked carthen-wato jara of poa-nut oil, 
Thoy wera alt saturated with pea-nnt 
oil in. addition to kerosine. Undergenth 
the romalus of tha winnowing machine 
ora two heap of hooks saturated with 
aout oil and which smelt of kerosine.

At the annul examination in December, 
99 pupils wero presentod—the others not 
having mado tho requisite number of at- 
tendances—and tho pass over all was 93, 
per cont.© The girls as uausl lad the way 
with 100 per cent, in all the ordivary sub- 
jects, In the Boys’ school the papers iu 
‘Arithmetic wore exceptionally difficult, and 
as @consegttonco o greater ouuiber than 
usual came tu grief. A special word of 


praise ia dua to the boys of Standard 


VII, The pupils of this class were exa- 
mined in eleven subjecta—sevun ordinary 
and four apeoial—in ‘ten of the subjects 
there were no failards and in the remaining 
eubject—Kuctid—only tivo. Dr Hicel eaya 
uf this clnes that the Algebra papers were 
very good, Tho papers on the apedial sub 
jeots :~Soiance, Kuolid, Algabra aud Phy- 
gical Geography were very much ahead of 
soything that has been dono in former 
yoars, the pass boing over 22 por cent, 

In the Oxford Local Examination our ro- 
avlts were better than in any pravinus 
year. There in all twelve parses—Ono Se- 
nior, Give Junior and six Preliminary. Of 
theso three were girls—one Junior and two 
Preliminary, 

The last examination in connection with

THE OUTRAGE AT TAICHAU. 


Tne tullowing is the text of Mr Fer-

{om sorry to have to write such a terrible 
report concerning our visit to Taichau, Mr 
Walker aud 1 reached Taicbaa on Monday, 
the 19th of April, aboat 4 p.m, We ut 
once sent my boy to the yamén with our 
catda und passports, ‘the people at oace 
began to gather on the wall und throw 
stones.
